DECLARATION OF SERVICE 

I, Todd D. Brody, pursuant to 28 U.S.C. § 1746, declare as follows: 

I. I am employed as a Senior Trial Counsel in the Division of Enforcement's New 

York Regional Office ("Division") and have personal knowledge of the facts described herein. 

2. At the time that the Order Instituting Proceedings ("OIP'') was filed, Martin 

Kaplan, the lawyer that represented Mr. Meuse in the SEC's civil enforcement proceeding, 

infonned the Division that he had been unable to reach his client for some period of time and that 

he did not know if he would be representing Mr. Meuse in this administrative proceeding. 

Consequently, he told the Division that he could not accept service on Mr. Meuse's behalf. The 

Office of the Secretary, therefore, attempted to serve Mr. Meuse at his home address. 

3. The Office of the Secretary's attempts at service were not successful. 



4. Following the filing of the OIP, Mr. Kaplan infonned the Division that he would, in 

fact, be representing Mr. Meuse and that he would accept service on Mr. Meuse's behalf. 

5. Pursuant to this agreement, the Division served Mr. Kaplan with the OIP. 

6. Mr. Meuse, therefore, has been served with the OIP.
